Claims 1,3, 6-9, 16-18 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest and a cartridge having an array of infrared radiation emitting 
heat sources corresponding to an array of zones, an optical temperature monitor, and 
instrument for measurement of electromagnetic emission obtained from irradiation of 
the reactants with the infrared radiation emitting heat sours wherein the transmission 
allows a determination of a concentration of a material with the reactants. There is no 
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support that the prior art devices allow for irradiation and transmission such that a 
determination of concentration of reactants in the array of zones can be made.
